Comment on 
the temporary hitches in disposing ot points in the agenda so 
far considered has been without a trace of virulence or im­ 
patience. It is a more delicate diplomatic compliment than per­ 
haps has ever been accorded an international group visiting 
our shores.” 
This is not Pollyanna journalism. 
American newspapers 
have not started, all at once, preaching the dawn of the mill­ 
ennium and putting blind faith in diplomatic idealism. There 
is probably no danger, present or prospective, in any of the 
policies and programs set forth which has not been suggested 
and analysed in responsible editorial columns. But the press 
has not gone out of its way to find fault and pick 
fla w s 
and suggest perils. If it has not lost its head in anticipation 
of boundless success, still less has it prophesied failure. It has 
“held the good thought.” 
In this newspaper “concert” there is only one jarring 
note. As the newspaper quoted remarks, it comes from “one 
chain of papers, inveterately hostile to Great Britain and Ja p ­ 
an, and looking with suspicion on even the exchange of 
amenities between this and other governments.” Indications are 
however, that this bitter blast of suspicion and hatred by the 
Hearst papers will prove ineffective from its own excess. The 
nation is in no mood for pessimism, reaction and destruction, 
and does not want American militarism any more than foreign 
militarism.

I have been throwing tin* incredible 
figures tit your head.

anybody else has the faintest concep­ 
tion of what one billion dollars really 
is.

$24,1 DO,IKK),OOO, or, including ‘air loans 
to foreign governments, which have 
not been repaid. $33,1.*5.000,000. These 
are official treasury figures. 
Do not 
let your eyes m n over them lightly. 
Thirty-three billion four hundred ami 
fifty-five million dollars Is an almost 
Incomprehensible sum. 
The cost of 
running the national government Is 
now around $5,000,000,000 a yeur. The 
experts say that for the next tw o or 
three years the cost of the government 
will not descend below about $4,000,- j 
000,000 a year. 
I want you clearly to understand the I 
immensity, the magnitude, the over­ 
whelming 
size of such 
sums. 
We 
chatter about billions nowadays with­ 
out in the least knowing what is a 
billion. 
Let me try to bring It home 
to you. It is now, roughly speaking, 
1320 years since tile birth of Christ.

I will ask you to remember that the 
whole history of the modern world 
from the first second of the year one 
to th** last second of the year 1920 
has been compressed into 1,009,824,480 
minutes. 
Now let us suppose t tint with the 
permission of the Roman authorities 
tho United States had established a 
disbursing officer at Jerusalem on the 
first day of the year one with instruc­ 
tions to pay out $5 a minute day and 
night, Sundays and holidays included, 
right down through the centuries to 
New Year’s day, 1921.

That Is one estimate of 
the sum that It cost to run this gov­ 
ernment in 1920. 
On the morning of 
January I, 1921, this mythical disburs­ 
ing officer, giving money away at the 
rate of $5 a minute, would have spent 
I only $5,919,122,400. and would still 
be on*1 of the richest men In the 
world, for he would have left on 
hand $036,8832106 of the original sum. 
Faying out nt the rate of $5 a minute 
for more than 1900 years, he would 
not have kept pace with the cost of 
upkeep of this government for the one 
single year 1920. 
Suppose this imaginary government 
spender had been authorized to pay 
out at the rate of $23 a minute through 
the centuries. 
He would not have 
finished, on January I. 1921, paying 
for our share of the cost of the World 
war by some $784,036,900. 
He would 
have that much left over after paying 
out $23,225,968,040. He would have been 
paying out nearly 40 cents every sec­ 
ond the clock ticked for more than 19 
centuries without being able to dis­ 
charge our share of the World war 
cost. 
Do you ever bother your head about 
’ these bushels and bushels of dollars 
I that you contribute to the support of 
tfie government? 
You earned them. 
You know whether they (aine easily or 
i not. 
Do you know where they go 
; after they leave you, how they are 
Spent, whether wisely or foolishly? 
It’s all your money, contributed for the 
proper and economic conduct of your 
business. 
There Is no such thing ae 
government money, 
Tile government 
never earned h cent. 
You own the government and you 
support it, and It is merely adminis­ 
tered by men of your selection.
